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JOSEPH B. KEELER. 


The subject of this sketch was born in 
Salt Lake City, Sept. 8, 1855. In his 
early youth, he was fond of reading the 


_ Book of Mormon, and this practice, he 


avers, led to his obtaining a testimony 
of the Gospel. His father was a brick- 
Mason, and when a boy he also learned, 
and worked at, the same trade. In the 
fall of 1874, he was called on a “working 
taission,” to labor on the St. George 
Temple. This mission lasted about six 
moaths. In May 1876, Dr. K. G. Maeser 
organized the Brigham Young Acad- 
emy, and Joseph B. Keeler’s name was 
one of the memorable twenty-six who 
made up the enroliment for the first pre- 
liminary term. He attend the Academy 
continuously till the spring of 1878, re- 
ceiving that year a Diploma for the theory 
of teaching, From August 1878 to 
May 1880, he was employed as associate 
editor ef the Territorial Enquirer, Pro- 
vo. In the autumn of 1879, he was ap- 
pointed to fill a vacancy of City Re- 
corder, for Provo City, and was elected to 
the same office in the following Febra- 
ary, A two years’ mission was performed 
by him to the Southern States, which 


. terminated in the latter part of March, ) 


1882. While upon this -mission, he 
wrote and published a treatisa on 
the first principles of the Gospel, 
entitled, “How to Get Salvation.” Af- 
ter his return, he was again called to 
public office, this time as Assessor and 
Collector for Provo City, and later, as 
County Recorder of Utah County. For 
the last eight years he has taken an ac- 
tive part in local politics, being for many 
years secretary of the People’s Party of 
this Cify, and is now a member of the 
Central Committee of Utah County, and 
chairman of the Party for Provo. 

In January 1884, Prof. Keeler began 
his labors as teacher in the B. Y. 
Academy, which position he now holds, 
having in charge the Commercial Do- 
partment.

TO TRAIN THE SENSE OF SMELL. 

Require the pupils to distinguish com- 
mon substances, such as bread, potatoes, 
onions, turnips, apples, oranges, vine- 
gar. leather, cologne, etc., by thoir smell 
without seeing them. Untamiliar sab- 
stances should be shown and explained, 
and smeiled afterwards. At a subse- 
quent lesson, let the pupils smell and 
name them without seeing them. 

Have a variety of flowers and train 
the pupils to name them by their smell. 

In some cases, it is well to require the 
pupils to explain the difference in the 
order of different substances; but this 
need not to be pushed. 

In all cases, the name of every 
substance should be written on the 
black-board, and the spelling learned. 
Tt would be both interesting and in- 
structive, also, to explain to the class 
the way a substance is manufactured, or 
cultivated. ; 

Make the exercises ‘interesting by 
talking in a lively and familiar tone, 
and by the use of such language as the 
children can understand. 


MEMORIAL SERVICES.

He spoxe in the highest terms of the 
decased’s character, and exhorted the’ 
students to live so they would be pre- 
pared to die, and dying leave behind 
them foot prints as a testimony for 
others. He declared in his official capa- 


| city: “Bro. Elias A. Olsen is honorably 


released from the Brigham Young Agad- 
emy.” 
He was followed by other members of 


the Fuculty, and by Richard RB. Lyman 
in behalf of the Normal students; all 
testifying te the deceased’s character as 
a student and classmate, as being irre- 
proachable, Spoke of his great desire 
to learn the Principles of the Gospel; of 
his earnest labor in the Theological ex- 
ercises; and his desire to obtain an edu- 
cation. As a friend, he was staunch and 
true. As a student, he was studious, 
sincere and conscientious. As a Latter- 
Day Saint, he was faithful to the end.
